of death. | The fracas took place at 
the home of a Russian miner. McKay 
and Pettley, who were on friendly 
terms with the Russian, called at his 
home during the evening, and while 
preparing to depart McKay caught 
hold of the Russian’s wife and began 
whirling her around the room. En- 
dine, who was a boarder at the house, 
became incensed at McKay's conduct, 
and, seizing a shotgun which was 
standing in the corner, made for him. 
At this stage Pettley interfered and 
took the gun away fram the Italian, 
who by this time had his anger thor- 
oughly droused, and, whipping out a 
knife, he stabbed Pettley seven times 
in the body and legs. McKay went 
to the assistance of his friend, and 
was stabbed fifteen times in the re- 
gion of the abdomen by the infuriat- 
ed Italian. After he had done the 
stabbing Endine made his escape, but 
was captured later. 

McKay is a native of Scotland, and 
is between sixty and seventy years 
of age. He had been at Minto-mine: 
nine years. His wife and two chil- 
dren reside in Nova Scotia. Pettley 
belongs to Norton, and is about thir- 
ty-five years of age. Endine, who is 
about forty years of age, has been at

MESSAGE TO INDIA. 


King Sends Greeting on Anniversary 
of Assuming Control. 
London, Nov. 3.—On the occasion of 
the 50th anniversary of Great Bri- 
tain’s control of the direct Govern- 
ment of India, Queen Victoria having 
been proclaimed Empress throughout 
India on Nov. 1, 1858, King Edward 
Sunday issued a long message to the 
princes and people of India, which 
the Viceroy, the Earl of Minto, read 
at the durbar at Jodhpur yesterday. 
The message dwells upon the peace- 
ful progress of the Empire under a 
beneficent administration, pays warm 
tribute to the loyalty of the Indian 
subjects and troops, announces am- 
nesty for prisoners and a further 
gradual extension of the principle of 
representative institutions in the di- 
rection of equality in citizenship, and 
a greater share by the Indians in 
legislation and the Government.

{talian Navvy Murders Country- 
man in Fight at Ingersoll. 


M. Ponzi, a C.P.R. Laborer, In Fit of 
Rage as Result of Dispute During 
Game Picks Up Two Pound Stone 
and Kills Pardi Constantine—Mur- 
derer Escapes In Excitement—Vic- 
tim Was About to Return to Italy. 


Ingersoll, Noy. 2.—Murder was the 
outcome of a dispute yesterday after- 
noon between two Italians, members 
of a party of navvies in the employ 
of the C.P.R,, who for the past few 
days have been occupying cars here. 
The immediate cause of the fatal quar- 
rel is not definitely known, but it is 
supposed to have been due to a dif- 
ference of opinion as to a game which 
they had been playing. In a fit of 
M. Ponzi, a man of powerful 
physique, standing nearly six feet in 
height, is said to have seized a large 
stone, weighing probably two pounds, 
and hurled it at his fellow-country- 
man, Pardi Constantine. The missile 
struck Constantine over the left tem- 
ple with such force that he dropped 
in his tracks and expired before the 
doctor arrived. 

Intense excitement followed the 
crime, during which Ponzi made his 


| escape, and although a search was at 


once made for him. his whereabouts 
are still unknown. His description 
has been wired to many neighboring 
points. POLAR a 

The tragedy occurred shortly after 
4 o'clock and the police had very lit- 
tle time to follow the trail. 

After Constantine received the 
death blow, Ponzi hurried to the car 
he had been occupying and grabbed 
his coat. He started in a westerly 
direction and is supposed to have fol- 
lowed the C.P.R. in the direction of 
St. Thomas. 

The fact. that the Italians in the 
party have very little knowledge of 
the English language and that they 
make no apparent efforts to render 
assistance have placed the police at 
a disadvantage in getting at the de- 
tails in connection with the killing. 
A twin brother of the dead man was 
an eye-witness of the affair and he 
was almost frantic from grief. 

It appears that the quarrel was 
precipitated by a game which resem- 
bles “Duck on the rock.” This, it is 
said, was being played for money. 
In pitching a stone, the one who 
knocked the coin out of a ring, kept 
it. The ownership of a coin was prob- 
ably the root of the quarrel. 

The scene of the murder is a point 
about 250 yards west of the O.P.R. 
depot. The murdered man was’ 28 
years of age and married. His family 
are in Italy and he had intended 
leaving in a week’s time to join them, 
Ponzi is eseribed as being 28 or 30 
years of age, 5 feet 11 inches or 6 feet 
in height. He wore a dark brown or 
black coat, blue overalls, faded, and 
a soft felt hat. 


Saloons Target For Bombs. 

Chicago, Nov. 2.—The twenty-fourth 
bomb in the series which has been 
directed against alleged gambling re- 
sorts, was exploded in the rear of a 
saloon owned by F. F. Brennan in 
Cottage Grove avenue. Windows 
shattered and the whole neighborhood 
was startled by the explosion, but no 
one was hurt. 

For months the police and public 
have been mystified by the bomb 
hurler, who in spite of all sorts of 
ruses and traps laid to catch him, 
has invariably escaped. 

The bomb-throwing is supposed to 
be an expression of displeasure mani- 
fested by gamblers who have been 
suppressed, against resorts that are 
allowed to run.

Watering the Work Horse. 

Three times a day In hot summer 
weather, probably pulling on a dead 
strain all the time, is not often enough 
for the work horse to be watered.

The man who works the horse ought 
to make provision for watering the 
animal as often as he waters himself. 


Value of Grooming. 

When a horse is very tired or is over- 
heated the best thing to do for him is 
to give him a good rubbing down. 
This at once makes him more com- 
fortable and enables his skin to act 
normally in reducing his temperature 
ond removing the impurities due to 
muscular activity. The grooming is

Watches 
that strike the hour when desired 
fre now made like ordinary watches 
and at a reasonable price. Good 
watches in métal cases, striking the 
quarter-hour, may be bought for 100 
francs ($20). P 

“On the other hand, watches. are 
now made . that not only strike 
when desired, by pressing a spring, 
but also strike the hours and quar- 
ters regularly, like a clock. The 
mechanism is much the same in both 
cases. 

“Not only are ordinary bells for 
sounding the hours and quarters 
placed in these watches—some of 
which do not exceed 4.7 millimeters 
(1-5 inch) in thickness—but real little 
chtmés, ee 
“We may pass from consideration 
of repeaters to that of the more re 
cent stop-watch. In its most ele- 
mentary form this has simply a 
second-hand on a small dial gradus 
ated in minutes. In the most com- 
plicated form the mechanism operates 
two ordinary hands, a primary chrono- 
graph-hand, called the ‘overtaki 
hand, a minute-counter, and finally 
asmall ‘lightning’ hand, which makes 
the entire revolution in one second, 
a quarter at a time. . . In a 
stop-watch of this sort the four hands ~ 
last described may all be brought 
back to zero at once. It may be 
imagined with what precision the — 
construction must be carried out that 
this may be done. . . Practically, 
| stop-watches without the ‘overtaking’ 
and ‘lightning’ hands are used. . . 
and even these give trouble enough 
to repairers of watches. . . . A 
third complication in watches is the 
calendar, “Every one is now familiar 
with watches that show the day of 
the month and the phases of the 
moon, for they may be obtained at 
all the shops at low prices. This 
type of calendar watch is old. The — 
perpetual calendar, which is quite 
complicated, dates only from 1860. 
There are two systems. In-one the 

| month-dial has forty-eight divisions, 

| which facilitates construction. In 
the second, called the twelve-month — 
ealendar . . the month-hand 
makes its revolution in one year in- 
stead of four years, which makes 
it easier to read. The hands change 
place at midnight. Calendars are 
also made with openings, through 
which the numbers indicating month 
and day are shown . . . The lunar 
phases are shown by means of a 
wheel of fifty-nine teeth, which in- 
volves an error of nine hours a year. 
The mechanism of calendars should 
receive special care, Their working 
requires considerable power, ani 
this is why, in most non-perpetual 
calendars, the moon obstinately Te 
fuses to budge.” 

There are still,’ we are told, more 
complicated _watch-movements, _ in 
which all the features described 
above are combined. For instance, 
the writer tells of a watch that is at 
once a repeater, a “chronograph” or 
stop-watch, and a perpetual calen- 
dar. A mechanism such as this con- 
sists of no less than 552 pieces, 
pierced with 752 holes and held to- 
gether by 177 screws, some of which 
are not more than 0.3 millimeter 
(about 1-89 inch) in diameter. He 
describes also an astronomic watch 
constructed by Paul Ditisheim, on 
whose dial appear hours, minutes, 
seconds, lunar phases, days of the 
month, the time of sunrise and sun- 
set, and a device for showing the 
equation of time, The writer con- 


“In such complicated pieces cf 
mechanism it is evident that all the 
wheels cannot be arranged in one 
plane. They must be disposed in 
layers, which of course makes the 
watches thicker than usual, 

“At the last competitive exhibi- 
tion at the National Physical Labora- 
tory at Kew, England, there were 
eleven cianplicated watches, among 
others a r#peater giving the minutes, 
with a step-watch attachment, made 
by Stauffer and Son, of London, 
which obtained 88.7 points in a pos- 
sible hundred—a very good result.

| “Tt was that spirit,” said Mr. As- 
quith, ‘“‘that guided all the negotia- 
tions between the two countries con- 
cerning the present difficulties, and | 
as I believe, the other powers are ani- | 
mated by a similar spirit the clouds | 
that are now darkening Europe will 
soon disappear without a storm. 
“There ought to be no talk of isola- 
tion,”’ continued the Premier, “or of 
hostile grouping among the powers, 
who are the joint trustees of civiliza- 
tion and peace.” 

Mr. Asquith referred briefly to the 
commercial outlook and thought that 
if peace was maintained there was no 
reason why the present depression 
should be of long duration. 

Both the Premier and Reginald Mc- 
Kenna, First Lord of the Admiralty, 
dealt with the question of national 
defence, especially with reference to 
the navy, in almost, similar words. 
They declined to anticipate the next 
naval estimates, but the Premier hint- 
ed that the cost of the navy was not 
likely to diminish, but rather in- 
erease,, since having attained supre- 
macy, the Government was firmly de- 
termined to maintain it. The navy, 
said Mr. Asquith, was now equal to 
any responsibility that could be 
thrown upon it, but its indisputable 
superiority was not for aggression 01 
adventure, but to fulfill the duty of 
protecting British commerce, industry 
and homes.

ahead of the sheep. This is done by 
moving the lamb hurdles ahead of 
the sheep, so that the lambs are giv- 
en the fresh pasture first and the 
sheep allowed to follow the next day. 
By so doing it was stated that the 
nodular disease can be eventually 
completely stamped out. 
Rather liberal feeding of fresh suc- 
culent food is in itself a good precau- 
tionary measure against disease, and 
for that reason sheep growers gener- 
ally cun afford to take special pains in 
getting a stand of good clover for 
| their sheep and lambs and, in addi- 
| tion, grow a crop of rape, The suc- 
culency of these crops and their rich- 

| ness in flesh forming material tend 
not only to rapid growth, but, as said 
before, they contribute to healthful- 
ness and thrift. 


Shade For Sheep. 

The farmer who keeps a flock ot 
sheep should remember they need plen- 
ty of good shade during the hot sum- 
mer days. ‘Their coats of wool are ot 
the warmest material, and they need 
‘a refuge from the hot sun at the mid- 
dle of the day. A sheep will seek some 
kind of shelter, even if it is only that 
of a fencepost. There he will put his 
hend in the shade and try to imagine 
his whole body is protected from the 
hot sun, 

If there are no dense trees in the,pas- 
ture, it will be a good idea for the 
farmer to construct an artificial shade. 
| An open shed with the roof slanting 
| toward the south will be suitable. If 
this prove too expensive, it will be 
well to build a shade out of cheaper 
material. Forked posts set in the 
ground on whigh to support mils, then 
covered with straw or boards, wil be 
cheap and sensible. 

If there is an open shed about the 
barn, it might be well to let the flock 
run to this. Here they will shelter 
themselves from the heat and at night 
get accustomed to come to this place 
to sleep and thus protect themselves 
from any dogs that have @ tooth for 
mutton.—W. D, Neale.

In August, 1907, witness 
had -transactions with Gregory and 
paid the 5 per cent. commission by 
check. He said he had placed Mr. 
Samson’s name on the stub. 

“Is it not true, speaking according 
to your heart and conscience, that the 
name of Mr. Gregory was not to ap- 
pear?” asked Mr. Perron. 

“Yes,”” he replied, 

Asked whether the overcharges in 
dispute between the firm and the De- 
partment had been settled, witness 
replied in the affirmative, but being 
asked for the statement of the settle- 
ment, said he had not got it. Mr. 
Gregory might have it. 

Questioned as to the difference be- 
tween the charges made to the Gov- 
ernment and others by his firm, wit- 
ness said he knew little. Wholesale 
prices were charged merchants and 
retail ones to others. The Govern- 
ment was treated as ordinary persons 
tnd not as merchants, though the 
firm sold $77,000 worth of goods to the 
Government in three years and no 
merchant bought as much. He could 
not tell the difference between whole- 
sale and retail prices; perhaps Mr. 
Samson could. 

Mr. Perron pressed for an answer as 
to whether the difference was 15 or 
25 per cent. between the wholesale 
and the retail prices, and witness re- 
luctantly replied that in some cases 
it was 25 per cent. He said Mr. Gre- 
gory sometimes cut their prices. In 
some cases they charged the Govern- 
ment more than others. 

“Lawyers do the same,” said Sena- 
tor Choquette.

The 
shooting occurred in Scranton, N.Y., 
a village near Buffalo. Hagen suc- 
ceeded in killing his son George, and 
then attempted suicide. He had been 
drinking heavily before the tragedy 
and had quarrelled with his wife.

He was so excited the police could | 
get little information out of him, and | 
they spent an hour in locating the | 
place. 

When the police finally did reach 
Mrs. Camille’s house they said it look- 
ed like a slaughter house. 

They found Chester Johnston, a 
young Hamilton man, about 26 years 
of age, unconscious from bullet 
wounds, and a girl who was known 
as Rose, suffering from five or six | 
bullet wounds. They were hurried off | 
to the City Hospital. 

The doctors said there was no hope 
of Johnston's recovery, and that he 
had but a short time to live. There | 
appeared to be some chance of saving 
the girl’s life, and she was promptly | 
placed on the operating table. 

At midnight the police had not been 
able to unravel the mystery, but they 
are working on the theory that John- 
ston shot the girl and then turned 
the revolver on himself. 

The police believe that Johnson was | 
employed at a rolling rink, and Mrs. 
Camille says he came to her house 
yesterday afternoon and engaged a 
room, returning in the evening with 
a pretty girl, Rose Ouimet. 

They had hardly been in the room 
an hour before Mrs. Camille heard 
five or six shota in quick succession. 
She rushed to the room to find the 
door locked. She broke it open, and 
found Johnson lying stark naked on 
the floor, a revolver clutched in each 
hand. He was unconscious, but the 
girl, although she had five bullet 
wounds, was fully conscious. She 
said Johnson had shot her because 
he could not marry her. 

She was shot in the head, in both 
breasts. and had two wounds on one 
arm. She was lying on the bed. She 
is described as a very pretty girl 
abont 20 years of age. 

The girl was positively identified as 
Rose Ouimet, 14 Windsor street, and 
Johnson is said to be a brother-in- 
law of Manager Thomas of the Alex- 
andra Roller Rink. 


Balloonist Is Killed. 

Princeton, Tlls., Nov. 6.—Prof. Peter 
Kramer of St. Louis, was dashed 
against the chimney of the Methodist 
Church and killed here while making 
a balloon ascension at the farmer’s 
carnival. Glen Haden, a 7-year-old 
boy, who was standing near the 
church, was struck by a brick falling 
from the chimney, which was wreck- 
ed by the balloon, his skull being 
fractured, and he may die. 

A strong wind was blowing and ef- 
forts were made to persuade the aero- 
naut not to attempt an ascension. In 
reply he said: “I will make the jump 
to-day if I break my neck doing it.’

Two Are Killed and Several Hurt on 
Interurban. 

Vancouver, B.C., Nov, 10.—At mid- 
night on Saturday a collision on the 
interurban line of the British Colum- 
bia electric railway between Vancou- 
ver and New Westminster took place 
between Beaconsfield and Gladstone, 
two suburban stations near Vancou; 
yer. Motorman Murdoch Macdonald, 
Vancouver, was killed; Motorman 
Jamieson of the Westminster car had 
his skull fractured and is dead. Both 
cars were running fast in the fog. The 
injured are: W. Silver, broken leg; 
Willard Robertson, fractured thigh; 
A. Gray, broken leg; J. Farquharson, 
broken leg; S. Lowery, city police 
force, cut head; A, C. Curren, Col- 
lingwood, cut head; W. McAddie, cut 
head; Frank Parr, cut head; W. S. 
Sherk, contusion of the knee; W. T. 
Harris, conductor Westminster car, 
head cut; A. McLeech, head cut; 
D. C. Craig, Cedar Cottage, hip hurt; 
A. Murgabroyd, badly shaken; Miss 
Bennett, Central Park, leg injured; 
Lee Chow, head injured. 

This is the first serious accident in 
the history of the company. 


Barge Blown to Pieces. 
Montreal, Nov. 10.—A dynamite ex- 
plosion occurred here yesterday and 
as a result thousands of windows in 
the wholesale section of the city were 
broken, and considerable damage done 
to wharves and shipping. 

The harbor commissioners have 
been engaged all summer blasting out 
rock from the bottom of the river. 
They had several hundred pounds of 
dynamite stored on a barge in the 
middle of the river. 

The barge was blown to pieces. 


War Expenditure Reduced. 
Buenos Ayres, Nov. 10.—The arma-

The Anglican Synod of Canada, 
which met in annual session in Ottawa 
last week, made a strong pronounce- 
ment in favorof Local Option. It was 
recommended, upon the initiative of 
the Committee on Temperance and 
Moral Reform, that full advantage be 
taken when practicable of the Local 
Option clauses of the License Law by 
securing the adoption and enforce- 
ment of Local Option by-laws. 

‘The revised report of the committee, 
submitted by Canon Ingles, of Toron- 
to, recommended, also, that the Li- 
cense Commissioners should be inter- 
viewed in every municipality, and the 
request urged that ‘* Windows should 
be uncurtained and all obstructions 
removed which would prevent persons 
seeing into the bar from the street at 
all hours of sale.” 

An amendment was moved hy Judge 
McDonald that all bars should be at 
the front of hotels, and open on the 
street. This was done as it was point- 
ed out that did the windows not open 
on the street, the value of the former 
clause would be annulled, 

The amended motion was carried, 
the words ** Of Sale,” being struck out. 
This change wus greatly objected to 
by Judge Hannington, who urged the 
claim that after license hours the bar- 
keepers should be entitled to close 
their shutters, 

It was also moved by Canon Ingles, 
and carried, that a league against the

Brighton And Local Option. 


To the Editor of Tue Review. 

Sir,—As one interested in the well- 
being of the Village I haye been 
perusing your ** Local Option column” 
of late with the view of getting some 
light on the vexed qnestion, I regret 
to say that the articles in your last 
week's issue seem to me to be not only 
unconvincing but to be written with 
the express object of deceiving the 
reader and voter, 

In an article headed as follows: 
“Brighton's leading business men favor 
Local Option” a statement purporting 
to be signed by many business men 
of Brighton is published which 
assures us that after having tested 
the by-law for five months it -has not 
been detrimental to business and has 
improved the moral welfare of the 
Village. 

Now Sir this is of itself a rather 
remarkable statement to be signed 
and issued after w short experience 
of five months and I was inclined to 
place little confidence in it on that 
account but being anxious to get some 
light on the question I made inquiry of 
some Brighton people and I have been 
assured (1) that business has practi- 
cally deserted Brighton and gone to 
Trenton where there is no Local 
Option. (2) that in their desire to 
recover some of the lost business 
many of the signatures to the above 
were got with the object of booming 
the Local Option by-law in Trenton 
so that by thus giving Trenton a 
body-blow it might find itself in the 
same sad plight as Brighton and so 
be unable to attract business from the 
latter town. 

But Mr, Editor even assuming that 
every signature to that statement is 
genuine what can any intelligent man 
think of the affidavit which follows 
it, sworn to by one Edwin Bibby and 
setting out that the above “is an 
honest and truthful petition signed by 
the parties stating their true and 
honest conviction of the object for 
which the petition is made up. 

What I, and I believe many other 
yoters, wish to know is, how this man 
Bibby can swear to the “true and 
honest convictions” of another man 
ov of forty-eight other men. No 
doubt he could swear to Mr, Bibby’s 
convictions, buf he has not done so, 
he has left us in ignorance of his own, 
but what he has Aone is, to coolly and 
deliberately swear to the inner 
thoughts of forty-eight others. Uu- 
til now omniscience has been regarded 
as a Divine attribute. Does Bibby 
claim to possess it ? 

Does he or does the gentleman who 
supplies this kind of argument hope to 
work off such false and ridiculous 
evidence on an_ intelligent voter? 
If Bibby’s affidavit, sworn to before a 
commissioner, cannot be believed be- 
cause in the very nature of things he 
cannot know that, to the truth of 
which he is swearing, how then are 
we to be asked to accept the statement 
not under oath of the other forty- 
eight? 

If we are to be furnished with 
argaments on this question let us 
yave factson which those arguments 
ave based and not mistatements or 
illusions capable of misleading only 
the unwary and in no way proving 
that which to thinking ratepayers is 
manifestly untrue namely that Local 
Option can possibly benefit any town 
either morally or in a business way 
when all the other towns in the 
same neighborhood have no Local 
Option by-laws,

3-YEAR-OL ON THRONE 


China’s Emperor and Empress 
Dowager Are Both Dead. 


Prince Pu Yi, Son of Prince Chun, 

Ascends the Throne of the Celestial 
Play Is Hinted at 
the Emperor — Died 
Without Proper Robes On—Mourn- 
ing to Last Three Years. 


Pekin, Nov. 16,—Tsze Hai An, Dow- 
ager-Empress of China, the autocratic 
head of the Government, which she 
directed without successful interfer- 
ence since 1861, died at 2 o'clock yes- 
terday afternoon. 

The announcement of her death 
was official, and followed closely upon 
the announcement that Kuang Hsu, 
the Emperor, died Saturday afternoon 
at 5 o’clock, but it is believed that 
the deaths of the Emperor and the 
Dowager Empress occurred consider- 
ably before the time set down in the 
official statements. 

An edict issued at 8 o'clock yester- 
day morning placed upon the throne 
Prince Pu Yi, the three-year-old son 
of Prince Chun, the Regent of the 
Empire, in accordance with a promise 
given by the Dowager Empress soon 
after the marriage of Prince Chun in 
1903. An edict issued on Friday 
made Pu Yi heir-presumptive. 

The foreign legations were notified 
yesterday morning by the Foreign 
Board of the death of the Emperor 
and the succession of Prince Pu Yi. 
Troops have been in readiness for 
several days to quell any disorders 
that might arise on the death of 
Kuang Hsu, and the possibility of 
uprisings was made greater because 
the death of the Dowager Empress 
was known to be close at hand, Two

Three of the men 
killed are said to have belonged to 
Paspebiac and one to St. Godfrey.

HOMESTEAD REGULATIONS 


NY even numbered section of Dominion 
Lands in Manitoba, Saskatchewan and 
Alberta, excepting 8 and 26, not reserved, may 
be homesteaded by any person who is the sole 
head of a family, or any male over 18 years of 
age, to the extent of one-quarter section of 160 
acres, more or less, 

Application for entry must be made in per- 
gon by the applicant at a Dominion Land 
Agency or Sub-agency for the districtin which 
the land is situate. Entry t y proxy may, 
however, be made at an Agency co certain con 
ditions bythe father, mother, son, daughter. 
brother or sister of an intending homesteader 


Doriks.—t, At leaatsix months'residence upon 
and cultivation of the land ineach yoar for 
three years, 

2. A homesteader may, if be so desires, per. 
form the required residence duties by living on 
farming land owned solely by him, not loss than 
eighty (80) ncros in extent, in the vicinity of hi« 
homestead. Joint ownership in land will not 
meet this requirement. 


3.A bomestoader intending to perform his 
residence duties in accordance with the above 
while living with parents oron farming land 
ownod by himself must notify the Agent for the

Serious runs on_ banks occurred 
Sunday and yesterday, and fourteen 
native banks closed. The crowds were 
wild with excitement, and towards 
the elose of the day the police inter- 
vened and drove them back. It is 
probable that to-day a number of 
banks will be closed, and it is ~be- 
lieved that the Government will step 
in and endeavor to stop the financial 
panic among the poorer classes. 

As yet the cause of death in the 
case of the Emperor and Dowager 
Empress has not been made public. 
A number of lengthy reports have 
been written with reference to this, 
but they are unintelligible to the for- 
eigners here, who have not yet re- 
covered from the shock of the sus- 
picion of foul play which was wide- 
spread. There is no reasonable evi- 
dence, however, to show that death in 
either ease was the result of anything 
other than natural causes. . 

It is understood that. many reforms 
will be instituted in the palace by 
Prince Chun, embracing eventually 
the abolition of Munichs and the in- 
troduction of a modern system for 
the conduction of affairs. 

The Chinese Government seemingly 
has no fear that the conditions now 
prevailing will be utilized for greater 
reforms, if precautions now taken at 
Pekin against a sudden insurrection 
can be made to over-awe the disaffect- 
ed. Last night a large number of 
the gendarmes were withdrawn, and 
the streets presented a deserted ap- 
pearance. The police tore the remain- 
ing shreds of color from the shops 
and vehicles before sundown, The 
people have adopted a dress of mourn- 
ing, and all officers are attired in 
white. The buildings are draped in 
blue and black. 


Life Sentence Worse Than Death. 

Washington, Nov. 17.—The petition 
of Albert T. Patrick, the New York 
lawyer serving a life sentence at 
Sing Sing, N.Y., on the charge of 
having murdered Millionaire Wm. M. 
Rice, for a writ of habeas corpus was 
denied by the Supreme Court of the 
United States yesterday. Patrick 
charged that the case against him was 
a conspiracy, and urged that in com- 
muting the sentence of death, which 
the court imposed to one of life im- 
prisonment, Governor Higgens had re- 
sorted to a more cruel method of pun- 
ishment.

This only gets us to the further ques- 
tion, ** Why do people like drink 2” 
The craving for alcohol is not a nat: 
ural bntan acquiredone. Once begun, 
it is continued under the belief that it 
warms, comforts and refreshes, Like 
all drugs it creates an appetite for it- 
self. Men like it because it gives satis- 
faction to a desire, an artificial one. 

By fur the greatest factor in creat- 
ing drunkeness is poverty. Side by 
side with poverty can be classed had 
housing, bad food, unsanitary condi- 
tions, exhausting and mechanical toil, 
lack of home comforts, lack of educa- 
tion, an inability to take an interest 
in elevating or healthy pastimes, the 
worry and struggle of present day life, 
ete. Man is a social animal, and 
drinking alcohol with his fellows is 
one of the unfortunate ways in which 
the social spirit has found expression. 
There are those who will put them- 
selves to any trouble or inconvenience 
to get drink, yet it is true that a great 
wany moderate drinkers would neyer 
feel the loss of drink if it were ve- 
moved from their path, and certainly 
would not put themselves to much in- 
conyenience to get it. 

But the presence of the hotel every- 
where is a perpetual invitation to 
thoughtlessly indulge in drink, and 
the business of the hotel-keeper is to 
encourage his customers to support 
his trade. Eyery man’s environment 
is a combination of innumerable influ- 
ences, some degrading, some elevat- 
ing. An open sewer is a possible 
source of infection to a whole village, 
yet only a few fall victims to smallpox 
or typhoid fever, A disease attacks 
and overcomes those who are constitu- 
tionally most susceptible. So with 
the drink craving. In the conditions 
of modern lite drink is a danger to 
evervbody, but itis a good thing that 
there ave counter influences at work 
Which in so many cases save men from 
its allurements.

Lord Roberts Makes Sensations! 
Speech in Lords. 


Field Marshal Shows How Easily Ger- 
many Could Land Men In England 
at Slightest Notice and Overpower 
Present Forces — Germans In Bri- 


London, Nov. 24.—Speaking in the 
House of Lords last night Field Mar- 
shal Lord Roberts expressed a con- 
viction that the lack of a military 
force sufficient to make hopeless the 
attempt to an invasion would, in all 
probability be the loss of Great Bri- 
tain’s supremacy. 

In a studied speech he pointed out 
the comparative ease with which Ger- 
many could land an army on the 
shores of England. Under the present 
conditions England would be forced, 
he said, to submit to most humiliat- 
ing demands. 

He disclaimed all hostility to or fear 
of Germany, but he declared that the} 
defence of the islands required im- 
mediate attention. There should be an} 
army so strong in numbers and eff-! 
ciency that the most formidable of 
foreign nations would hesitate to 
make a landing in Engiand. 

He had ascertained, the speaker 
continued, that vessels capable of ac- 
commodating 200,000 men were avail- 
able in the northern ports of Ger- 
many, and that as a result of the new 
German service law, 200,000 men

Lord Roberts’ speech caused a sen- 
sation in the House. The Earl of 
Crewe remarked on the seriousness 
of such statements in the present 
high-strung condition of Europe’s 
nerves, saying he feared there might 
be regrettable consequences. 

Lord Roberts’ resolution to the ef- 
fect “that the defence of the islands 
necessitates the immediate attention 
of the Government to make provision 
for such a strong and efficient army 
that the most formidable foreign na- 
tion will hesitate before making an 
attempt at landing,” was adopted by 
a vote of 74 to 32. 


German and Italian Students Fight. 
Vienna, Nov. 24.—The German and 
Italian students attending the Uni- 
versity of Vienna came into serious 
collision in the university precincts 
yesterday morning, and before the po- 
lice drove the demonstrants away, re- 
volvers had been freely used, and a 
number of young men wounded, 

The trouble was occasioned by an 
Italian demonstration in favor of the 
establishment of an Italian University 
at Trieste. The opposing factions to- 
talled 1,200 men, and they sang them- 
selves into the fight with stirring pat- 
riotic airs. 


New Atlantic Steamers. 

London, Noy. 24.—(C. A. P.)\—Noth- 
ing whatever is known at the London 
offices of the G.T.R. regarding the ru- 
mored negotiations with the Allan 
line.

NEW IRISH LAND BILL| 


| 
Secretary Birrell Says Nearly ao} 


Billion Is Needed. | 


New Measure Involves $900,000,000 


Which Will Be Used to Satisty 
Land-Hungry Tenants — Birrell 
Proposes That Three Per Cent. 


Stock Be Issued to Carry Out the 
Deals. 


London, Nov. 24.—Another Irish 


of the previous land purchase act was 
introduced in the House of Commons 
last night by Chief Secretary for Ire- 
land Birrell. 

The Chief Secretary dealt in huge 
figures. He said he found that the 
estimate of $500,000,000 made by one 
of his predecessors, George Wyndham, 
as the amount necessary to sutisfy 
the land-hunger of the tenants was to- 
tally inadequate; $900,000,000 would 
be required for this end. 

The completed transfers of land up 
to Oct. 31 represented $125,000,000, 
which had practically exhausted the 
amount realized) from the issues of 
. Pending transactions re- 
presenting $260,000,000 the Govern- 
ment intended to raise the money ne- 
cessary to complete these transactions, 
leaving about $500,000,000 to be dealt 
with later. 

The Secretary then said he proposed 
an issue of new three per cent. stock 
in order to carry out the pending 
deals. He recognized, he continued, 
that he was engaged in an expensive 
policy, but he declared that land pur- 
chase had worked such marvels in 
Treland that the Government did not 
hesitate to as kof the House of Com- 
mons to add materially to the burdens 
of the Imperial Exchequer, which he 
proposed should assume liability for 
the entire loss occasioned by the issue 
of the stock below par. This loss 
would total $3,300,000 a year, which 
he proposed the Imperial Exchequer 
should lift from the shoulders of th 
Irish ratepayers. < 

Continuing, the Chief Secretary 
said the Government proposed to ask 
for power compulsorily to acquire the 
uncultivated grazing lands of the wést 
of Ireland, which had been such a 
bone of contention and which had 
led to such lawlessness in recent 
years. He said that about half the 
agricultural land in Ireland already 
had passed or was in the course of 
passing from landlord to tenant, and 
that to arrest progress in this direc- 
tion would be an economic and poli- 
tical blunder of the first magnitude. 

John E. Redmond, the Nationalist 
leader, followed Mr. Birrell, and said 
the bill was a bold and far-reaching 
measure. The reform it stood for, 


_ he declared, was largely in accordance 


with the popular sentiment in Ire- 
land.

EDUCATION BILL AGAIN 


British Will

The bill also provides for 
contracting out of schools committed 
lto denominational teachings, as. for 
instance, the Roman Catholics. They 
will get a Parliamentary grant pro- 
vided they fulfill certain conditions, 
but they will receive no rate aid. 
|Gatholic assent to the bill will prob- 
| ably largely depend on whether the 
| Parliementary grant is sufficient, in 
|the words of Archbishop Bourne, “to 
| keep our schools permanently in ef- 
ficient being.”

SEDITION IN INDIA, 
Authorities Are Becoming Nervous at 
the Unrest Among Natives. 
London, Nov, 23.—Evidences of un- 
re in India have deepened the ap. 
prehensions with which the outlook 
in that section of the British Empire 
is regarded in responsible quarters 
King Edward's recent proclamation 
seems to have had the immediate ef- 
fect of initiating u series of political 
offences and demonstrations of disaf- 
fection. The alarmists are talking of 
another mutiny, and one highly plac- 
ed officer in particular, who has just 
arrived in London from India, is cir- 
culating a statement to the effect that 
the Indian Government is in the pos- 
session of evidence showing that a 
systematic propaganda has been set 
on foot with the object of tampering

In official circles the 
other mutiny on any considerable 
seale is regarded as practically im- 
possible, but, nevertheleas, the situ- 
ation is viewed with considerable anx- 
iety.

“We wish that we could ascribe the 
agitation to the partition of Bengal 
alone, for then it would die down, 
but the truth is that sedition and un- 
rest are spreading to all parts of the 
peninsula.”
